I^kinf^  for  James  W.  Williams,  col- 
ored, on  charges  of  obtaining  money 
under  false  pretenses. 

Williams,  it  is  said,  has  been  in  the 
city  for  about  a  year,  and  has  beeii 
conducting  a  real  estate  business  at 
726  West  W^alnut  street  His  opera- 
tions have  been  extensive,  and  his 
victims  are  said  "to  be  bo tfc  "White  and 
colored.  The  total  amount  of  the  al- 
leged swindles  is  not  known,  but  it  i>- 
said  th^t  the  amount  will  reach  into 
the  thousands. 

A  trap  has  been  laid  by  'Detective 
(  undiff  for  the  capture  of  Williams, 
who  was  supposed  to  return  to  the 
city  yesterday,  but  the  premature 
publicaition  of  the  story  yesterday 
gave  warning,  it  is  tfaou^t,  and  h« 
did  not  show  up. 

Warrants  were  sworn  out  for  him 
by  George  Payne,  colpred,  427  Nine- 
teentli  street,  and  Henry  Bell,. a  for- 
mer Employe  of  Williams  as  confi- 
dentiil  agent.  Payne  .says  that  Wil- 
liams obtained  $32')  fr.im  him  on  the 
assertion  that  he  (Williams)  needed 
tlta^  much  ia  ^aer  busiB«st«>  givp^g  his 
promise  to  pay  Payne  interest  on  the 
sum.

W.  P.  Arthur,  colored,  virho  says 
that  he  is  working  for  Williams  as  his 
agent,  claims  t^t  Wi^m^ 
$95  which  is  dne  for'  eoiinmaeibns  on 

real  estate  deals. 

Benella  Dell,  a  colored  stenog^ra- 
pher  employed  in  WiUianis'  office,  and 
John  Reeves,  a  solicitor,  say  that 
their  employer  left  the  city  on  Toes- 
day  for  Winchester,  Ky..  where  it  is 
said  he  has  been  condutting  a 
branch  office.  Reeves  claims  that  a 
son  of  Williams  told  him  that  his 
father  would  return  to  the  city  yes- 
terday at  11  o'clock  Instead  of  on 
Wednesday,  as  was  his  intention 
when  he  left  Lt)uisville. 

Although  it  is  belieye4  tl^at  ,  Wil- 
liams is  now  wame*  of  impending 
trouble  for  him  upon  his  return  to 
Lcniisville,  the  detectivei,  are  still  at 
work  on  the  case,  nui}'>s1^(mjS^  .Hues 
are  laid  for  his  capture.

\^^ams  came  to  this  city  four 
weeks  ago,  and  rented  an  office  from 
H.  J.  Brent  at  \o.  60  North  Maple 
street.  He  advertised  it  as  a  branch 
of  his  Louisville  office,  l^o.

United  States  Marshal  John  Mulhns,

cwtantly  killed  in  a  battle  ^  b^tlfcen 
United  Sta|(|b  HaMj^aiar'  and'  na!|)ei^ 
at  Stearns,  in  Vn^lhr  county,  siitty- 
ix  miles  soitth  6f  IteiitM^y 
morning.  ^if/' 

Tlie  'MeFerran-  Hotel,  in  which  the 
ipiiiefB  were  l>arncaded,  was  burned, 
pVestimably  to  smoke  the  miners  out. 
It  is  thought  that  four  or  five  of  the' 
miners  were  burned  alive  iu  the  hotel. 
In  the  bfittle  several  miners  were 
wounded* 

United  States  Marshals  Ttate  and 
Ryan,  of  Somerset,  were  wounded, 
but  it  is  thought  that  their  wpuuds 
are  not  of  a  snioDs  charaeteBr-

The  trouble  came  about  as  the  re- 
sult of  an  attempt  on  the  part  of 
union  miners  to  organize  the  non- 
union miners  at  Steams,  numbering 
over  300.  ' 

The  Stearns  Coal  Company  insti- 
tuted suit  in  the  United  States  Dis- 
trict Court  at  Covington  recently 
against  J.  Q.  Tunstall  iaiid  tihirty-one 
others  and  Jddge  A.  M.  J.  Cochran 
ciiused  a  temporai'v  restraining  order 
to  be  issued.  Whitely  is  said  to  have 
the  largest  output  of  coal  of  an.^ 
county  in  the  State.  It  is  alleged 
that  the  strike  promoters  refused  to 
obey  the  restraining  order  granted 
by  Judge  Cochran  and  proceeded 
with  tluii-  (Holts  to  organize  the 
miners.  A  p&rty  of  deputy  United 
States  Marshals  went  to  Steams  Wed 
nesday  and  arrested  five  miner?*  and 
landed  them  in  the  jail  at  Somerset. 

However,  a  large  number  escaped 
arrest  and  yesterday  morning  United 
States  Marshals  SUer  Ryan,  Henry 
Waddell,  MaFshall  Tate  and  Marshal 
Massingale,  of  Somerset,  and  Mar- 
shall John  Hullins,  of  Richmond, 
went  to  Stearns  for  the  purpose,  of 
arresting  Sio^on.  - 

The  marshals  found  all  of  the 
striking  miners  barricaded  in  the.  ho- 
tel. No  sooner  did  the  presence  of 
the  marshals  become  known  than  a 
volley  of  shots  poured  out  of  the  ho- 
tel at  them.  The  marshals  returned 
the  fire. 

Marshall  Mullins,  of'  Richmoott, 
was  killed  instantly,  as  was  .also'  a 
ininer  by  the  name,  of  John  Ross.

Paris,  Dec.  26.— While  Armand  Fal- 
Ueres,  the  preBident  of  France,  ac- 
eevpaaled  by  M.  BamooOee^  his  'sec- 
retary, and  Colonel  Lasson,  military 
attache  at  the  Ejysee  palace,  wa9 
taking  a  momlng  stroll  near  Rue  de 
I'EItoil,  a  poorly  clad  individual,  who 
evidently  had  been  lying  in  wait,  sud- 
denly jumped  upon  the  president 
from  behind  and  threw  his  asms 
about  M.  Fallieres'  neck,  in  |U|  eBiQjn 
to  seize  his  beard. 

Colonel  Lasson  and  Secretary  Rsr 
mondou  sprang  to  the  assistance  of 
the  president,  dragged  off  his  assail- 
ant, and  turned  him  over  ^  two  spe- 
cial detectives  wha~  had  'been  follow- 
ing the  party  on  bicycles.

The  Canadian 
fought  a  game  battle  and  showed  in- 
domitable pluck,  but  he  was 
match  for  the  big  TQxes  black.

Jack  Johnson  is  the  first  negro  whtf 
ever  won  the  world's  heavyweigh/ 
pugilistic  championship,  aad  the 
second  negro  who  ever  was  permit* 
ted  to  battle  for  the  honor.  He  was 
born  in  Galveston,  Tex.,  in  1878,  and 
began  his  ring  career  in  1901.  He  Is 
6  feet  1%  inches  in  height,,  and 
weighed  at  the  ringside  dose  to  lOf 
poundsX 

Bums  was  bora 'in  Ranoveiv 
ada.  In  1881,  and  started  fli^tfapg 
when  he  was  19  years  did.  He  Is  1 
feet  7^  inches  In  height  and  weighs, 
when  trained  for  battle,  about  175 
pounds.  Bums  always  was  a  rough 
and  ready  fighter,  who  delighted  tc 
sail  in  and  mix  things  with  his  adver- 
sary. Favored  with  great  length  of 
arm — his  reach  measuring  74)4 
Inches — Bums  has  proved  himself  a 
bad  man  at  close  rsnge.  Despite  the 
tect  th^  Johnso»  overtopped  him  tai 
ieight  hr  0%  inehat,  Bnms  had  tha 
better  of  Uie  argvmeat  la  reaeh  hf 
111  lachee. 

A  purse  of  $85,000  wsa  hong  up  fhr 
the  battle,  which  was  scheduled  to  ge 
20  rounds.  Of  this  amount  Bums  de> 
manded  aad  reoeived  130,000,  thli 
sum  to  be  paid  to  him  despite  tlM 
outcome  of  the  fight.  Johnson  had  to 
be  satisfied  with  tS.OOO  aad  retUB 
tickets  for  himself  and  his  manager.

Lima,  O.,  Dec.  24.— J.  Cory  Winans, 
chief  of  stair;  Nattonal  Grand  Army  of 
the  R^mblic,  retnmed  from  Salt 
■  Imkb  City,  when  he  has  been  attend- 
las  a  eattferenoe  oi  the  executive 
aommittee.  Mr.  Winans'  opinion  is 
tlmt  the  next  annual  encampment  will 
not  be  held  at  Salt  Lake  City,  but  at 
Cincinnati  or  Pittsburg.  The  action 
was  brought  about  by  the  refusal  of 
the  traffic  association  to  grant  a  rate 
of  1  cent  per  mile  to  the  veterans.

In  England  the  proportion  of  men 
to  women  indoor  servants  is  as  one 
to  three  or  four;  in  France  the  re- 
verse is  the  case,  parlor  maids  being 
unknown,  the  one'  femme  de  cham- 
bre  being  lad/s  maid  as  well  as 
housemaid.  The  houaework^sweep- 
ing,  dusting,  etc. — mainl/falls  upon 
the  men  servants. 

One  dement  entailing  much  extra 
work  for  servants  in  England  is  ab- 
sent in  a  French  house.  This  is  the 
stanng  guest,  the  succession  of  visi- 
tors. Outside  private  hotels  and  in 
the  handsome  flats  of  fashionable 
quarters  there  is,  indeed,  no  room  in 
Parisian  households  for  friends.  The 
words  "dine  and  sleep"  or  "week- 
end" visits  have  not  found  their  way 
into  French  dictionaries,  nor  have 
dine  and  sleep  week-end  guests  yet 
become  French  institutions. 

It  is  easy  thus  to  understand  why 
three  or  four  servants  suffice  in 
France  while  in  England  a  dozen 
would  be  needed  for  people  of  simi- 
lar means  and  position,  and  where 
tliroc  or  four  maids  are  kept  in  Eng- 
land only  a  general  servant  is  kept 
in  France. — Home  Life  in  France. 

PROPHECIES  OF  BIQ  BEN. 

Big  Ben  has  been  stopped  three 
times  by  snow  freezing  on  the  hands 
and  jamming  them.  A  curious  epi- 
sode in  its  history  took  place  in  De- 
cember, 1861,  just  before  the  prince

apparatus,  the  clock  struck  a  hun- 
dred or  more  strokes  without  stop- 
ping. People  who  weie  unaware  of 
the  cause  saw  in  the  occurrence  an 
omen  of  the  great  lo«  which  shortly 
afterward  befdl  the  nation.  Another 
sensational  prank  was  playtnl  hy  the 
clock  on  April  9,  1886,  when  it 
stopped  while  Mr.  Gladstone  was 
making  his  famous  speech  in  favor 
of  home  rule  for  Ireland^.  This  was 
taker  by  some  as  an  augury  that  the 
bill  would  not  pass,  and  as  n  cranls 
the  event  the  prophets  were  justified.

Washington,  Dec.  25.  —  The  whole 
question  of  the  sentencing  for  con- 
tempt of  court  of  President  Oompers. 
Vice  President  Mitchell  ^and  Secre 
tary  Morrison  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  by  Judge  Wrlf^t  in 
the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  will  ba  threahed  ovar  at  a 
meeting  ot  tha  temiva  aoaacU  ot 
tha  Fedaratioa  to  be  bald  ta  this 
city  Jaa  11  next  This  meettag  will 
be  notable  undoubtedly  becaaaa  of 
the  vital  Issues  affecting  labor  In- 
volved In  the  action  of  the  court.  Re- 
solutions sustaining  the  attitude  of 
the  leaders  of  the  big  organization, 
with  its  30,000  odd  councila  and  2,- 
000,000  of  mambera  wffl  ba.  saMttad 
for  action. 

Secretary  Morrisoa,  who  was  giv- 
en the  slightest  sentence  of  the  trio 
of  leaders — six  months — waa  at  the 
federation  headqnarter%  busy  with 
his  routine  duties.  Aetiva  step^  in 
the  framing  of  tha  agatast  the 
carrying-out  of  ^e  aentanaea  are  not 
likely  until  next  week.  Secretary 
Morrison  said  the  plan,  so  far  as  the 
ofllcials  of  the  federation  themselves 
foresee.  Is  to  do  nothing  about  it,  un- 
til after  the  holidays. 

Many  telegrams  have  reached  the 
White  House  from  labor  leaders  in  all 
parts  of  the  country,  protesting 
against  the  sentence  imposed  upon 
Gompers,  Mitchell  and  Morrison.  The 
president  has  turned  tbam  all  avar  to 
Attorney  General  Bom^imrta  for  sach 
eraslderatioa  aa  it  amy  ba  datwadn- 
ad  to  give  them.

The 
president  and  attorney  general  will 
read  all  of  the  testimony  In  the  case, 
and  will  then  decide  what  action,  if 
aay,  will  be  taken.

No  issue  has  appealed  to  me  more 
on  this  point  than  last  Thursday's 
issne.  Tt  C(»nt:iine<l  six  illustrations, 
each  uji-do-\vitli-«»utable. 

The  first  was  a  life  siase  cut  of  the 
•'Stinkplant"  which  is  a  non-indig- 
inons  jjrowth  and  the  article  says  the 
best  seeds  are  inniorted.  This  plant 
has  u  disagreeable  odor,  nothing 
will  eat  it  and  it  is  not  a  leofume.  The 
presumption  is  that  the  pleasure  de- 
rived froia  its  cultivation  is  the  in- 
creased pleasnre  you  will  have  in 
jjettiug  rid  of  it.  In  a  foot  note  ho 
explains  that  by  cutting  in  the  dark 
moon  in  August,  burning  and  throw- 
ing the  ashes  in  a  horse  pond  for 
twelve  successive  years,  it  can  prac- 
tically be  eradicated.  This  is  cer- 
tainly worth  a  triaL 

Another  cut  is  of  an  "Anemome- 
ter." This  instrument  can  be  made 
at  home  in  a  few  weeks  by  any  mem- 
ber of  the  laniily  who  has  a  taste 
for  mechanics.  It  caff  be  made  of 
parts  ^)f  umbrellas^  hat  rack,  an  ink 
stand  Sr!^  the  four  halves  of  two 
whole  cocoannt  shells  (see  cnt). 
When  properly  made  and  coupled  up, 
it  will  rotate  in  proporti(tn  1<»  the 
velocity  of  the  wind.  Furtheiinore 
yon  can  tell  whether  or  not  the  wind 
is  blowing;.  When  j^oinir  round  the 
vind  is  blowinir.  when  standing:  still 
it  iij  not,  provided  there  is  nothini; 
the  matter 'with  the  machine.  Again 
he  states  in  subetanee  ,when  it  is 
"i-evolutingr"  540  times  a  minute  the 
wind  is  blowing  faster  than  when  it 
turns  less  number  of  times,  but 
should  the  cocoanut  shells  on  the 
point  of  the  winding  blades  exceed 
a  spep4Jimit  of  27,000  revolutions 
a  minute,  and  the  roofs  on  houses, 
chimney  tops  and  e!!ur<  li  steeples  be 
coming  in  your  direction  from  wind- 
ward, it  indicates  a  strong  wind. 

One  of  the  catchiest  illustrations 
is  the  one  showing  how  a  door  can 
be  cut  in  some  unused  part  of  the 
wall  of  the  bouse  and  closed  up  by 
carpenters,  plasterers,  wall-paper 
hangers  and  Afterward  so  hkl  by 
drapery  or  a  piece  of  furniture  that 
no  one  will  ever  notice  that  it  was 
ever  cut.  This  can  be  cut  and  every 
aevManioe  of  it  concealed  at  a  cost 
of  no^  exceeding  sixty  dollars. 

The  cutesf  thing  is  an  attachment 
for  the  front  door.  The  cnt  shows 
how,  with  aid  of  an  electrician,  you 
can  by  connecting  some  wires  with 
the  electric  door  bell  shock  every 
person  who  comes  about  the  house. 
It  is  very  simple.  You  attach  a  wire 
to  the  battery  of  the  bell,  run  it  over 
and  tie  around  the  door  knob,  then 
into  a  baan  containing  water,  and 
wind  around  some  table  cutlery,  then 
turn  the  door  knob  at  your  peril.  No 
man  who  has  any  regard  for  the 
pleasure  of  his  family  will  be  without 
one  of  these  attachments.  It  will 
amuse  the'  children  to  see  the  old 
man  (when  he  forgets  to  come 
around  the  back  way)  or  the  visitors 
trying  to  let  loose  the  door  knob. 

AnOtlier  fei^ture  is  a  double-column 
cut  of  k  **Bull  pen,"  estimated  to 
cost  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 
The  principal  claim  for  this  is  that 
you  can't  well  get  at  the  bulland  that 
he  can't  get  at  you,  one  of  the  com- 
forts in  owning  a  bull  is  that  he 
can't  get  at  yon.  Yon  can  build  this 
at  odd  times,  and  there  is  no  telling 
when  you  may  buy  or  inherit  a  bull. 
Our  relations  with  Mexico  are  get- 
ting closer  and  closer  and  in  the 
event  you  had  a  visitor  from  our  sis- 
ter republic,  you  would  have  only  to 
open  the  door  of  the  bull  •pea  and 
let  hiin:iunuse  himself.

Prominent  o' 
those  who  have  been  put  to  sleep  by 
the  big  black  are  Jack  Jeffries,  a 
brother  of  the  former  heavyweight 
champion,  who  was  knocked  ,out  by 
Johnson  at  Los  Angeles  in  1902  in 
five  rounds,  and  Bob  !•  itzslmmons, 
who  in  Philadelphia  in  1907  was  un- 
able to  withstand  Johnson's  shifty 
work  but  two  rounds.  He  has  lost 
but  two  llglits,  oao  a  SOroond  de- 
cisioB  to  Hanrin  Hart  aad  the  other 
on  a  foul  to  Joe  Jeanette. 

Not  since  the  days  of  James  J.  Cor- 
bett  has  the  prize  ring  seen  so  per- 
fect a  boxer  as  Johnson.  Long  and 
lithe,  he  is  as  graceful  as  a  dancing 
master  and  as  true  as  an  arrow  in 
placing  his  blows.  Especially  deft  is 
he  with  his  left  hand,  and  few  box 
ers,  unless  they  have  great  skill,  are 
able  to  keep  the  big  blacK  man  from 
beating  their  faces  to  tatters.  In 
courage.  Bums  was  a  bulldog  always. 
Jotaatm,  it  was  said  by  some,  had  a 
"yellow  streak."  In  mme  of  his  many 
battles,  however,  has  tt  been  proven 
that  Johnson  would  not  take  a  good 
beating.  Neither  Bums  nor  Johnson, 
however,  have  been  considered  men 
of  the  stamp  of  Jeffries,  Sullivan  o> 
Corbott  in  the  fighting  game.

Government  Lost  Millions  of  Dollars 
During  Operation  of  the  Dingley 
Law  ■scauee  of  Changes  Mado  by 
Sonata  —  Protection  to  Competing 
Induetries  Will  Be  Keynote  .of 
Measure  Presented  at  .  Bytra  Sea* 
aion  of  Congress. 

Washington,  Dec.  26.— The  tariff 
framers  continue  the  work  of  ^opar- 

ing  a  tariff  bill  to  be  presented  to 
congress  at  the  special  session  to  be 
called  In  March.  While  proteettca  to 
Industries  which  must  compete  with 
la|>or  abroad  will  be  the  keynote  of 
the  revised  tariff,  much  consideration 
will  be  given  to  the  questions  of  rais- 
ing sufficient  revenue  for  the  govern- 
ment. 

The  revenue  feature  involves  more 
difflcnit  problems  than    either  the 

protective  or  other  phases  of  the 
tariff  revision  question.  It  Is  claim- 
ed by  some  that  the  government  has 
been  deprived  of  millions  of  dollars 
of  revenue  during  the  operation  of 
the  Dingley  tariff  because  of  the 
numerous  changes  made  in  the  bill 
after  it  passed  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives. These  changes  were  made 
principally  in  the  wording  of  the  bill, 
rather  than  in  the  rates  of  dpty.  It 
is  froel^  said  that  nnmerona  large 
intcr^  that  wiU  be  atected  by  the 
new  tariff  law,  db  it  wiil^be  reported 
to  the  house,  will  make  a  strong  fight 
when  tha  Mil  readies  the  senate.  In 
this  case  it  is  understood  that  Pres- 
ident-elect Taft  will  veto  the  bill  il 
the  senate  makes  too  many  changes 
tending  to  increase  the  rates  of  duty. 

One  case  in  point  where  the  senate 
amended  the  Dingley  bill  as  reported 
from  the  house  in  1897  was  brought 
out  in  a  humorous  incident  during 
the  hearings  several  weeks  ago.  Sen- 
;  ator  Hale  of  Maine  appeared  to  ask 
Uiat  tapioca  starch,  no^  on  the  free 
list,  shoidd  pay  a  rate  of  IH  cents 
a  poaad.  Chairoiaa  I^Jfyne  called  Mr. 
Hale's  attenti<m  to  tho  fhct  that  tapi- 
oca was  made  dutiable  at  that  rate 
in  the  Dingley  bill  as  it  left  the 
house,  and  that  the  senate  struck  out 
the  paragraph  and  left  tapioca  as  il 
appears  In  the  law  now,  on  the  free 
list.  It  is  very  probable  that  the 
paragraph  assessing  a  duty  of  1^ 
ceUjts  a  pound  on  starch  will  be  so 
changed  as  to  Include  tapioca  when 
used  for  starchiag,  sizing  or  filling.

Power 


Airships

Progress  in  aerial  navigation  is 

tially  dependent  on  the  perfection  of  a  pro- 
cess of  producing  great  mechanical  effort 
with  light  machinery.  Viewing  the  possi- 
bilities, near  and  remote,  motive  power  is 
f^^i^  J    obtainal)le  in  four  ways — First,  by  trans- 

^^'^  forming  the  heat  energy  of  fuel  in  an  inter- 

nal combustion  engine;  second;  by  conyert- 
mtr  tlie  electro-chemical  energy  of  a  pri- 
mary or  secondary  battery  injui  elec^ic 
motor;  third,  by  harnessing,  on  the  moving 
vessel  itself,  the  energy  of  the  surrounding 

  medium,  and,  fourth,  by  transmitting  to  it 

•  wUhont  wires  the  electrical  energy  of  a  dis- 

tent sonrce.  The  first  two  methods  are  based  on  the  use  of  a  store  of  ener- 
gy, which  must  be  carried  and  periodically  refilled,  thus  limiting  the  spe<'d 
.and  duration  of  flight  The  last  two  imply  a  flow  of  energy  to  the  flying 
froto  witiioot,  the  sup^dy  being  continnons  and  inexhanstible. 
They  are,  therefore,  immensely  superior  to  the  former. 

Careful  thought  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  wireless  method 
wonld  be  decidedly  the  best  for  the  peace  and  welfare  of  men.  But  no  mat- 
ter how  perfect  the  means  for  obtaining  motive  power,  it  will  never 
be  possible  to  go  beyond  certain  ntfaer  narrow  limits  in  aerial  per- 
formance. 

The  atmospheric  ocean  is  ideally  adapted  to  travel, 

permitting,  as  it  does,  perfect  freedom  of  movement 
in  three  directions,  but  the  physical  properties  of  the 
•ir  make  it  rather  nnsnitaUe  for  navigation.  It  is 
a  sticky  or  viscous  substance  a  hundred  times  more  so 
than  water,  which  means  that  it  offers  a  relativelv 
very  great  frictional  resistance  to  a  body  in  motion. 
Its  nkdl  dsnsity  is  for  many  reasons  detrimental  to 
high  efficiency  of  propulsion.  Its  compressiijility,  tur- 
bulence and  perpetual  unrest  all  cause  additional  spe- 
cifle  losses  of  motive  power.  These  properties  forever 
preclude  the  possibility  of  excessive  speed  with  refer- 
ence to  the  surrounding  air  by  the  aeroplane  aa  iMl 
as  the  dirigible  balloon. 

Making  every  allowanee  Ifer  fntnre  achievement, 
it  is  idle  to  expect  that  the  record  on  land  or  water 
will  be  surpassed.

Women 
Tlian 
Men

Did  Mother  Nature  mean  that  the  num- 
ber of  men  shonld  exceed  the  number  of 
^Vhv  RIore       ^^^^^^  '  ^'^^  she  mean  that  matters  should 

be  the  other  way  round  ?  Or  was  it  her  in- 
tuition that  honors  should  be  easy  in  the 
relative  number  of  the  sexes?  No  one  ex- 
actly knows  as  yet,  though  in  this  country, 
in  France,  in  Germany  and  England,  in- 
vestigations are  being  made  with  a  view  to 
extracting  this  important  secret  from  Na- 
ture's own  laboratory. 

Though  it  is  well  known  that  the  num- 
ber of  women  at  present  in  ezistsBoe  ex- 
ceeds by  a  considerable  figure  the  number  of 
men,  investigators  concur  in  the  view  that  tends  to  a  fair  equality  in  re- 
spect to  numbers,  and  that  the  excess  of  women  over  men  is  dne  to  casualty. 
In  regard  to  the  young  males,  it  is  statist ically  ]u-(.\cd  that  they  possess 
a  smaller  power  of  resistance  to  noxious  forces,  such  as  disease,  than  young 
females,  twth  in  the  human  group  and  in  the  animal  In  nearly  11,000,- 
000  of  cases  studied  it  was  found  that  the  males  exceeded  the  finales  in 
the  proportion  of  103  to  100.  The  Frenchman,  Quetclet,  found  in  another 
case  that  the  males  exceeded  the  females  in  the  proportion  of  131  to  100. 
This  investigator  calculated,  however,  the  actual  birth  of  creatures,  and 
did  not  allow  for  casualty.  Darwin  studied  the  matter  in  the  case  of 
nearly  26,000  horses  of  British  breed,  and  found  that  the  proportion  of 
males  was  a  fraction  kaa  than  that  of  the  females. 


Another  Night  Rider  Testifies. 
T'nion  City,  Tenn.,  Dec.  25. — In  the 
case  against  the  "night  riders"  the 
state  summoned  Thomas  H.  Cloar,  as 
the  first  witness.  Cloar  was  laduoed 
to  join  the  nisht  riders  by  Arthor 
Cloar,  a  defendant,  earlj  tn  OetOber. 
The  wttaeas  was  cool  but  careftil.  for 
a  friend  of  one  of  the  men  on  trial 
approached  Cloar  and  told  him  If  he 
testified  he  would  be  ItlUed  before  he 
left  the  stand.  On  the  day  of  Captain 
Ranlvin's  murder,  Clear  went  to  the 
Reelfoot  Lake  for  fish  and  met  Bob 
Huffman  and  Bud  Morris,  two  of  the 
defendants.  The  witness  was  told 
that  the  riders  were  going  to  "get" 
Ranken  and  Taylor  that  night  and  he 
was  urged  to  ride  with  them.  He  told 
them  he  had  no  gun,  that  his  child 
was'lU,  and  tliat  he  eoold  not  so.'  He 
was  not  present  when  Ranken  was 
klUed.
